however, waa agreed upou by tho Pres- 
ident und 8ecr«tary MoOrary, 00 that 
tho proclamation for tho ]5th of Oe- 
tobor was issued this aiternoon. Wheth- 
er it is intended to raise from private 
sources tho moau9 to pay tho discharged 
loldiera, or to allow them to hold claims 
against tho government, is not known. 
Tha former will probably bo dono on 
tho assurance tlio President's friends 
claim to have from prominent men of 
both parties iu Congress that tho 
amount thus borrowed shall bo made 
good as soon as Congress moots.

It is in the form of a note 


from Lord Derby to Lord Loftus, lint- 
ish KmbiiBsndor at St. Totcrsburg. I he 
following is tho text: 


LONDON, May 1.—I forwarded your 


Kxeellency ou tho 2-tth ult. a copy of 
Prinoo Uurtbcliakoff's circular announc 
1- 


ing that tho Emperor hud given or- 
dors to cross tho frontiers of Turkey, 
Ilor Majesty's Government have re- 
ceived this communication with deep 
rogrct. 
They can not aeoopt tlic state- 


ments and 
conclusion 
with whioh 


Princo Gortsclmkoff bos accompanied it 
as justifying tho resolution thus iakon. 
Tho protocol to which her Majesty's 
Government, at tho instanco of Kussia, 
recently boonmo a party, required from 
tho Sultan ne fresh guarantees for tho 
reform of his administration, with the 
view of enabling Russia bettor to refrain 
from isolated action. It affirmed the 
interest taken in common by tho Pow- 
ors in tho condition of tho Christian 
population of Turkey. It wont on to 
declare that tho Powers would watch 
carefully tho inannor in which the 
promises of tho Ottoman Government 
wore carried into effect, and that, should 
thoir hopes ouoo moro bo disappointed, 
thoy rosorvod tho right to consider in 
common tho moans thay might daem 
best lilted to secure pouoa and welllbo 
ing-for tho Christians. To these de- 
clarations of tho intentions of tho Pow- 
ers tho consent of the Porto was not 
asked or required. 
Tho Porto no 


doubt has thought lit unfortunately, in 
opinion of her Majesty's Government, 
to protest against tho expressions in 
question as implying encroachment en 
its independence, but while so doing 
and while declaring thoy cannot con- 
sider tho protocol as having any bind- 
ing character on Turkey, tho Turkish 
Government havo again affirmed thoir 
intention of carrying into oxooution tho 
reforms. Ilor Majesty's Government 
oan not, therefore, admit as oontandod 
by Prinoe Gortsohakoff that tho answer 
of tho 1'orto removed all hope of defer- 
ence to tho wishes and advieo of Eu 
rope and all godurity for application of 
reforms, nor necessarily precluded tho 
possibility of a conclusion of pouco 
with Montenogro, or of an arrungo- 
mont for a mutual disarmament,. 


Hor Majesty's government still bo- 


lioves tkat, with pationoo and rnodora- 
tiou on both sides, those objects might 
not improbably bo ouactod, 
Princo 


Gortsobakoff, however, assorts that all 
opening ia now closed for attempts,at 
conciliation. Tho limperor is rcsolvod 
to uudortaks tho task of obtaining by 
coercion that which the unanimous 
ofiorts of tho Powers failed to obtain by 
porsuusi jn, and he usprt-sscs Ms ^Maj- 
esty's coaviction that thin stop is in ao- 
oordanoe with the sentiments and inter- 
ests ol'Europo. It cannot bo uxpectud 
tliut her Majesty's government should 
agroo in this view; they have not eons 
ooalod thoir feeling tlut tho pruseueo ol 
large ilussian forces on thu trontioii of

Imbodon & Son paid out 
over ono bundled dollais to poor team- 
stors, who wanted Iho work, for huuling 
meats from llicir slaugb.tor-h.ouso to 
tlioir place of business. Not a dollar of 
this would have boon thus paid out bad 
the roads been solid, for their owu 
teams could have dono the woilc. Oth 
era hired learns to favor their onn, and 


stcrs, omnibus' men, etc., can settle 
nmong themselves, and your correspon- 
dent will bo altrgether satisfied. 


4. Will the nttrnstlon of the thing be 


sufllciont to attract men of capital and 
(Milcrpriso to our city? I do not mean 
"bummers," who nit in groups in rail- 
road cars, imd talk about our city be- 
cansn, forsooth, some of our business 
men were too sagacious to increase their 
stocks those hard times. Solid men are 
meant; such as aro often met with 
amoni; bank diioctors, railroad men ami 
manul'acluiers—men who know what 
they ?p«/if, and can llguro on the one- 
hundredth part of a cent, as a margin 
in a I irge transaction. I wmud liko to 
*eo dome of our citi/ons form themselves 
into a committee and take one of these 
solid nic.u, (as the devi! took ou'r Savior 
up an exceeding high mountain), and 
show him a little struct Improvement, 
with the curbstone thereof. But thin is 
too important it matter to 1)0 dwelt on 
now, and shall bo dismissed for the pres- 


ont, with the remark that any capitalist 
or manufacturer, 
who can bo per- 


emptorily driven from our cily by the 
slgut of muddy streets, would not ho a 
very desirable ucinilbltlon, 


D. The question of furnishing employ- 


ment to common laborers, is perhaps the 
most important consiileration connected 
with our subject. Tho man who has 
nothing to lull Imtk upon, but who d(i- 
pends entirely on his daily labor for 
suppoit, and is out of employment, lb 
entitled to our assistance. But for Ihe 
present enough has been said.

FIRST M. R. CIIUIICII 


Bishop Bowman preached according to 
appointment, taking as hie text in the 
morning tho words of Paul In Ephcsl- 
ans, "He IB our peace." The speaker 
explained that Christ was referred to in 
tho text, and went on to say that the 
words selected scorned to contradict 
some other passages of Scripture, and 
even some of tho sayings of Christ. For 
instance, Christ hail said that ho "came 
not to send peace on earth, but a swori';" 
and iu another place had said to' his 
dineiploa, "my peace I give unto you;" 
and iu the text Paul laid, "He la our 
peace,'' meaning Christ. The teeming 
contradiction was explained by showing 
that, while Christ came to u'ivo peace to 
men by effecting reconciliation betwcto 
them and God, tho promulgation of His 
doctrines often awakened oppoiition 
and strife, acd that the sword frequently 
Interposed Itself iu antagonism to the 
spread of the Gospel. The Bishop then 
proceeded to show in what sense Obrilt 
ia our pf-ico, and preached a discourse 
of unusual eloquence mil power, which 
occupied about a» hour in its delivery. 
In the ^evening the sumu subject was 
continued, and tho propositions Intro- 
duced In tho morning were still further 
illustiated.and enforced in the speaker's 
usually happy and Interesting manner.
